THE ARCHITECTURE OF 
HONGKONG. 
NOTES BY A HONGKONG ARCHITECT. 

In-tho Soptomber number of the Archi- 
tectrerel Auociation Notes appears the fol- 
lowing article by a local member on vuild- 
ing operations in Hongkong :— 

People in England, asa rule, know very 
little about Hongkong, andthe tmjurity care 
alittle less, Whon I first decidal to take 
advantage of the opportunity which offered 
itself te come out hore, I think J lad some 
sort of a proconceived idea that I was letting 
inyself in for a sojourn in a semi-larburous 
country whero the inhabitanta dwelt in 
thud huts und the prineipal buildings wore 
af corruguted iron. Asa matter of fact, 
however, the buildings fi "Hongkong are 
very substantial erections, and indeed 
they have to be so in order tp withstand 
the terrife typhoons which occur during

manager of the concer : 
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the months of July, August and Septern- 
bor—auuntity of material being resorted to 
asa act-of againat quality of workmanship. 

Building operations out here are neces- 
sarily carried out under very diffrent con- 
ditions from those which prevail in Oc- 
cidental countries, the cheapness uf Chinese 
labour being, I think, the caus of the 
most noticcable distinetion, as, cuolie labour 
is employed on all works, however expen- 
give, to the almost total exclusion of the 
derricks, mills, and other life-saving appli- 
ances, tho employment of which one is 
accustomed to assuciate with tho carrying 
vut-of building and engineering works of 
any cxtent at home. 

Nearly all the work here is of brick, 
stuccoed over, but for the better’ class of 
building granite dressings, ete., sre intro- 
duced, and it is inf the working of this 
Jatter material that the Chimse excel, 
hotter work being done in granite than 
in any other material. I -have frequent 
ly cumo across .pieces of granite sculp- 
ture in Chinese temples and joss- 
houses, the technical skill necessury for the 
production of which, as well as the high 
artistic merit of the work as finished, was 
equal to anything I have ever seen, not ex- 
cepting the grand productions of the an- 
cient Egyptians in the Louvre and the 
British Museum. It is difficult. to compare 
an Osiris with a Chinese conventional Lion 
from an osthotie point of view, nn iden! of 
dignity with the embodiment of grotesque- 
NeSS, tut, whateswwr the lion may Jack in 
nobility of conception, the exccution of 
him certyinly calls forth a vastly greater 


ft amount of technical skill.in the use of the 


chisel on the part of the Chinese sculptors. 

Tho most wonderful example I have as 
yet. seen of this granite carving was in a 
comparatively small joss-house in a filthy 
Jack alley in Foochow, ant consisted of a 
eouple of monolithic octagonal colunns, 
sume J feet high, around the shafts of 
which dragons were coiled ; these were only 
attached to the columns by theirfeet, and 
the whole thing was so Snely carved that 
the work had to besurrounded by 2 pailing 
to preserve it from harm, as many of the 
scales anlexcrescences on the bensts’ bodies 
had been knocked off by the paswrs by. 

They have a benutiful bluish stone in 
Foachow, extremely hard and heavy, which 
I think should bo a syenitic grnite, but 
the stons wo get in Hongkong isa grey 
granite, nnd a very useful material in spite 
‘of the statement I notice in Gwilt that ‘it 
is on'y good for the foundation of a new 
toad 1” ;
